Gardner is in precisely the same position 
as Prof. MeilZlOS was placed by him," and 
you insinuate that Mr. Gardner has boen 
trafficking i u human blood. 1 confess I 
do not see upon what ground you bass 
your belief. At any rate, when giving 
publicity to your belief, tho part of a true 
journalist, I submit, wouldyhaVe been to 
mulish all tlio facts which ijiju kwiw weve 
.at your dfymkil. In his. affidavits Ah 
Ohee is made to say Gardner " told nie 
if I would pay him $^00 ho would let nie 
marry^Vh Lin." Further, on referring to 
Ah Lin's refusal to marry him, he says 
that Mr. Gardner "used aiuiic undue in- 
lluenco which caused Iter bp spe.tlc in that 
niaunor." What \ Gardner offered to let 
the girl marry him for $200 and then pro-

THE CHINKS Ii - HOME." 

To the Editor: In justice not only to 
Mr. Gardner, but also to "The Chinese 
Home," permit me the use of your col- 
umns to make public the following facts: 

1. The Woman's Missionary Society of 
tho Methodist Church, at its annual meet- 
ing, held last October, in Belleville, Out., 
determined to assume the maintenance 
and management of "The Home." Short- 
ly afterwards the corresponding secretary 
of tho board of managers, communicated 
with me at my place of residence in Nova 
Scotia with a view to my coming to Vic- 
toria, B. O, to assume the niatronship of 
"The Home." 

2. On the 29th December last 1 entered 
upon my duties as matron, aud oh behalf 
of the Woman's Missionary Society as- 
sumed tho management < if "The Home." 
Since then Mr. Gardner hw had no con- 
nection with "The Borne," save as he 
kindly interprets for mo and gives mo his 
counsel. 

3. Upon assuming tho niatronship my 
lirst endeavor was, hrhlly but kindly, to 
bring the girls under discipline, by rules 
and regulations, so as to secure tho doing 
of tho housowork, the making of their own 
clothing, and Attention to school work. 
The girls wore more or less rebellious un- 
der the i'o(|uiroinoiit to do the work. So 
early in tho evening of January 14th, Ah 
Liu and Ah Ho, the girls referred to in 
tho affidavit you published in your issue of 
tho 6fch inst., loft "The Home" without 
my knowledge. In the affidavit it is stat- 
ed they aai(/"the matron, had been beating 
them and had refused thoui suppor." I 
beg to say that they had not been beaten. 
Corporal punishment was not oven at- 
tempted. Nor had 1 refused them supper, 
for 1 first discovered tkoirabsence when the 
othor girls wore taking thuir evening meal. 
It is also stated "they went to 'Tho Home' 
but were refused admittance." I beg to 
say that to my kliowludge thoy did hot re- 
turn to "The Homo," therefore could not 
have boon i of used admittance. On tho 
contrary, 1 was anxious fur their return. 
But being a stranger in tho city, and nut 
wishing to leave the other girls alone, 1 
did not go out to look for them. 

If it be true, as the affidavit states, that 
Ah Lin and Ah Ho wont to Mrs. Fowler's 
houso from "The Home" the least, 1 
think, she could have done, would have 
boon to bring tho girls back to "Tho 
Homo," and see if 1 had, as thoy stated, 
boen ill-treating them. In such a caso, 
had the matter been reported, you may bo 
mire tho Woman's Missionary Society would 
not have allowed me to remain in my po- 
sition as matron. And, sir, 1 did make 
inquiries, and 1 know that Mr. Gardner 
made inquiries, inquiries regarding winch, 
had we not boon deceived, would have 
prevented tho groat wrong which has been 
lately boon committed agninst these 
unfortunate girls. 

4. Tho object, of "The Homo" iu to af- 
ford shelter to Chinese girls desiring to 
escape from the life of shame they are 
cotnpolled to lead in Chinatown. While 
they remain with us we do what wo can 
to christianize and educate them, iu tho 
expectation of returning them to thoir 
own country and people, to become useful 
members of society. 

5. Tho rescue homes in San Francisco 
have conferred upon them by law tho 
right to detain girls, once rescued, against 
thoir will and they are there detained 
both by force of law and by means of iron 
barred windows, aud, of course, for their 
goud. But the law, to my knuwlodga, 



dues nut as yot confer such right upon 
"The Homo" in Victoria. Still there seems 
to be a conviction you say, upon 
some minds that girls are taken'by force 
to this "Homo," and that thoy are here 
detained against their will. I beg to state 
that such is nut tho case. The "Hume" 
is at No. 54 Herald streot, and is open to 
thu public. Tho girls can now speak 
English well enough to make themselves 
understood, and I shall be glad, Mr. 
Editor, to have you call aud see for your- 
self that the girls choose of their own free 
will to come to tho "Homo," and of tlieir 
own free will, thoy wish to remain until 
thoy can bo sent to their own country 
and people. 

0. Rogardiug tho return of Ah Lin. 
On a Tuesday evening in June, Mr. 
Gardner and a Chinaman caiiio to tho 
"Home" with Ah Lin. 1 understood 
tliat the Chinaman claimed Ah Lin as his 
wife, that thoy had been living together 
for some time, and that they were to bo 
married in the "Home" on Saturday 
evuning following. Ah Lin was glad to 
ace the girls, and retired almost immedi- 
ately with them. Before noon tho next 
day she with tho others were asking me 
if I would lot Ah Linstayin tho "Home," 
"She no want to go with Chinaman," 
etc. 1 had to reply to such questions 
Homo twenty times or more between 
Tuesday and Saturday evening. Ah Ohee 
slates in his affidavit "That on Saturday 
afternoon ho spoke to Ah Lin in reference 
to her marriage at 8 o'clock, and she stud 
'All right,' and ran into the house." 
True; but the next minute she and the 
ether girls wore bogging mo not to let 
Chinaman soo Ah Lin. About 8 p. m 
Mr. Gardner, Row Mr. Eraser, Ah Chee 
nud a Chinaman friend came to the 
"Hume" according to expectation. The 
marriage would have taken place 
had not the child positively re- 
fused to marry tho man in tho 
presence of tho parties named, and sought 
my protection df her own free will. Of 
course she had been told that she could 
do just as she pleased. I beg to state 
ltoro that Mr. Gardner did not son Ah 
Liu or speak to hor, from the time Ah 
Chee left hor on Tuesday until they both 
returned on Saturday evening. 1 also 
beg to say 1 did not beat Ah Lin; it was 
absurd to think 1 would at that time. 1 
may also remark that tho discrepancy in 
reference to Ah Lin's running away from 
the "Homo" in January and hur wish to 
ruinain at tho present timo is easily ac- 
counted for. She found it a different 
home in Juno from what sho imagined in 
January it was going to be, and of course 
sho was influenced by tho repurt of the 
other girls. 

7. I beg to state, in closing, that 1 
know that the girls of tho "Homo" con- 
sider Mr. Gardnor their best friend. 
They have all the gratoful feelings to- 
wards him that une would expect them to 
liavo towards tho person who had rescued 
thom from slavery in its worst form; 
tho person through whoso influence thoy 
hope to be restored to their own people; 
thu person through whom they make their 
wants and wishes known, and get help 
aud a good home. 

The "Home" has many friends in Vic- 
toria; and many more in tho Dominion, 
and in othor places. Tourists from Tor- 
onto, Philadelphia, Chicago, aud other 
places call to give us a word of cheer in 
our labor of lovo for " tho Rescued." 1 
am sure we could have no enemies if our 
motives were really understood.

Laying tbe Corner Stono of St. Andrew's

Under the same heading is a 
woll-written letter from Miss Loake, 
matron of the Chinese Home. ' Her story 
of the connection of Mr. Gardner with 
the institution, and the methods adopted 
in treating the inmates, is plain and 
straightforward, and bears tho impress of 
truthfulness. Mr. Starr and Miss Leake, 
we believe, aro honest in what thoy say, 
and sincere in thoir ondoavor to do a goud 
work among the Chinese, and they have 
already accomplished much. 

The affidavits printed in The Colonist 
aro on file, among others, in the supreme 
court and remain unanswered. The state- 
ments of tho Misses Fowler and Ah Choc, 
if true, are worthy of further investiga- 
tion. If false, thoy are replete with per- 
jury of a vicious typo, and tho individual 
against whom thoy aro directed, should at 
loast have taken the trouble to reply to 
them, or proceeded in somo manner that 
would have established his innocence;. 
This course was maintained by tho justice 
in dismissing tho application. Perhaps 
tho hotter method in printing thom would 
have boen to havo done so without cum- 
mont, and thd statements would have 
come before the public without thoir lirst 
being prejudiced. Rev. Mr. Starr is of 
the belief that the whole matter is au in- 
direct assault on him. Such is not the 
caso. There is no desire to assort or in- 
sinuate that he is other than tho honor- 
able and upright man that the public be- 
lieve him to he, or that he is acting in 
any way contrary to what is right. , 

With rogard to Mr. Gardner, if future 
developments prove that ho has boon the 
victim of circumstances, and that the 
mass of evidence, sworn and otherwise, 
which has boou brought against him, is 
unfounded, wo will ondoavor tu make 
every reparation in our power lo establish 
his innocence. If guiltless of tho charges 
preferred ho is a dooply wronged man, 
and wo will freoly tcknowlodgo that we 
wore misled by perjured evidence and 
false statements. 

Tho evidence submitted to Mr. Par- 
maloe when hero has not boen referred to 
in those columns. It will bo placed be- 
fore the minister of customs for decision, 
and whatever that may bo, wo think Rev. 
Mr. Starr, together with the general pub- 
lic, will acquiesce in it. Chinese mer- 
chants havo petitioned against Mr. Gard- 
ner's actions and representative citizens 
havo attested to tho respectability of 
tho petitioners. Chinese and others 
also gavo evidence befure the assistant 
commissioner when horo. Contrary to this 
strong representations have been made in 
Mr. Gardnor's favor, also by representa- 
tive men, so that whatovor tho finding 
may bo, each party will have had his caso 
fairly stated. 

Until future developments havo re- 
sulted, wo will have nothing further to 
aay in the matter. Our intentions have 
boon guod. The position taken was vol- 
untary sn our part, and was not assumed 
through malice, or a desire to wantonly 
besmirch Mr. Gardner's charactor, or to 
injure anyone acting with him. Tho ovi- 
denco submitted pointed to certain facts, 
and these facts, oxcopt by assertion, have 
not been disputed.]

His majesty was deeply distressed by the 
recital of the circumstances and answered, 
"My sou is fiO years of ago, and the right 
of final decision regarding his medical 
treatment cannot be taken from him." 
Tile Progressist journals which aro in- 
clined to defend Dr. Mackenzie, point to 
tho fact that there were eight doctors 
concerned in tho casu who did not sign 
the reports criticizing Dr. Mackenzie.

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THE INDIAN TROUBLE. 

The news which Mr. Borland; commu 
ideated to tho government from tho 
north, the details of which, as contained 
in tho letters of Judge Woot'ton and 
Constable Washburn, appeared in our 
columns yesterday morning, is of a start- 
ling character. Tho fact that the Indians 
believe themselves so far masters of the 
situation as to demand a white man in 
place of Kit- wan cool Jim, who was 
killed by Special Green in the dischaige 
of his duty, as well as 81,000 in cash 
causes alarm for tho safety of tho men 
now barricaded in the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's building at Hazloton, at the fork.s 
of the Skeena river. With commendable 
Heal the government at once made 
arrangements for sending a special 
force to Hazelton, and in a very brief 
time it is understood that a de- 
tachment of from fifty to one hundred 
men from "C" Battery will proceed to 
Hazleton to tho relief of the besieged 
specials. A matter of this kind requires 
time for preparation, ' but we can 
assure the public that the government 
are proceeding with all possible alacrity. 
Tho fact that the river has never been 
navigated to Hazelton is a problem which 
must he solved, while there are matters 
connected with sending up a force which 
cannot be arranged in the course of twenty 
four hours. The impertinence of the 
Time* in advising tho Government what 
to do, and in indulging in fault-finding 
because a steamer was not sent north an 
hour after Mr. Boland arrived here, would 
be amusing were it not distressing, in 
view of the gravity of the situation. The 
attempt to make political capital out of 
the imminent danger of a number of our 
fellow-men, officers of the law, is a de- 
porable spectacle, and could only emanate 
from a very small mind indeed. Tho 
Government are making all the haste pus 
, siblo in the matter, and will leave no 
pains unspareii to rescue the specials riow 
unhappily in peril in the north.

THE HERMIT KINGDOM AND CHINA. 

To "THE EDITOR : — To what lengths 
lis Excellency Li Chung Tang will 
jroceed in assorting his right to be 
\ing of Coroa remains to be seen, but 
when wo read the significant fact. -that 
uneasy feeling exists amongst the 
foreign community at Seoul," we can beat 
loss to read between the lines of its 
furnishing that astute statesman with n 
favorable opportunity of throwing' into a 
defenceless country a large body of troops; 
ostensibly with the viuw of protecting 
foreign interests, but in reality furthering 
his own. At this distance, we can form 
o proper opinion or trace the foundation 
f these tears, whether real, or only the 
production of an intrigue of China by 
their Coram agents. However, cleverly, 
the prime minister of China may have 
iutrigUed to fasten the links of suzerain 
rights on Corea, the fact iudisputably're- 
tnairis to be faced, that Corea holds her- 
self a separate kingdon, and in despite 
f pressure of power has managed 
to send forth her envoys to place 
matters, right and to seek that 
moral support of foreign nations who 
honor her with representatives at Seoul. 
If these ambassadors are true to them- 
selves and the instructions of their king, 
they will undoubtedly enlist the sym- 
pathy and good will of England) United 
States, and other powers to which they 
nay be accredited to; foi' beyond dispute, 
is their king has made and signed (inde- 
pendent of China), treaties, and permitted 
ft reign ministers to reside at his capital, 
thoy expect, and will most assuredly re: 
uive the same courtesy at foreign courts. 
China, in lending foreign nations hor aid, 
to opon up thu Hermit Kingdom of Kow- 
lisau or Corea, took the opportunity of 
ilading her agent; Herr Von IffoUerfdorff, 
in the position of adviser to tho king, 
as well as others who wero transferred to 
manage hor customs revenue; In this 
way a cordon of Chinese foreign officials 
was formed, ably seconded by Cbreiin 
merchants, whose trade, interests wore at 
Peking; these, it is heedless to say, spared 
no pains to form public opinion in China 
as to tho suzerain rights of that empire 
ovor Corea. Tho result of these manoe- 
uvres may be found in the eiuouto which 
closed in the captivity of the king at Pow- 
tiugfoo, the residence of Li Chung 
Tang. Corea ilous not for a moment 
dispute the greater ■ power of China, 
ana continues yearly hor compli- 
mentary presents to that Empire, but 
those must only be viewed as offerings of 
good will from a weak to a powerful neigh- 
bor, and are certainly not sent in the 
spirit of vassalage. Wo ought to remem- 
ber at this time, that not many years back 
one of our lirsl. missions to thu Imperial j 
court at Peking, bore a tlag over tho head | poUO-ly

WHAT HAS BEEN DETERMINED BY

Can a Profit Be Hade In Insuring Un- 
healthy Live* — A Table of Comparutlia 
Probabilities — Theoretical Expectation* 
of the Diseased. 

The practice of the life lnsnranco com- 
panies in insuring only the best lives has 
often been the subject of a grim kind of 
humor. "The people they insure," it Is 
said, "are tbose who appear from a medi- 
cal examination to stund in no need of in- 
surance, while those who really do need 
it cannot get it." This Is not altogether 
true, of course. A good many of the 
people who can successfully pass the medi- 
cal examiners of the Insurance companies 
stand imite ns much in need of insurance 
as those who cannot pass, but it is cer- 
tainly unfortunate that the latter, who 
certainly do stand in need of insurance, 
are unable to get it. It Is not only un- 
fortunate, but seems to t>e u trifle unjust; 
and the question Is often seriously asked 
why, when the insurance risks uro based 
on general mortality and not on the mor- 
tality anions selected lives, the Insurance 
companies should decline risks upon any 
lives but the selected? 

The answer is, probably, that the In- 
•m ranee companies are not doing business 
on philanthropic principles — though their 
oiicitors would falu persuade us to the 
contrary — but to make money. '1lat even 
ivlien the answer has been given the ques- 
tion may still be asked whether there is 
hot a profit to be made in insuring im- 
paired lives. 

THE UNHEALTHY LIFE. 

An art icle in The American Exchange 
and Review indicates the possibility that 
this question moy yet be answered in the 
affirmative. It points out that while the 
unhealthy life is, as a rule, In greater 
peril of death than tho healthy one, the 
risk - in the case of the former can, in all 
probability, be determined with as much 
accuracy ami safety as it can in the case 
f the latter. This is certainly a renson- 
ble view/. The number ot years upon 
which a healthy man of 20, or !I0 or 40, 
r any other age, can reusoimbly expect 
o live, bus been ascertained by a careful 
compilation of vital statistics. What is 
to prevent the ascertainment, by a like 
careful compilation, of the hko to which 
an unhealthy or unsound man of 20, 80 
or 40, or any other age, may expect to 
live? 

To a certain small extent, according to 
the article referred to, thin has been done 
by tin- Institute of Actuaries in Londou, 
England, in constructing a table of com- 
parative probabilities in the cases of 
ltliy and diseased lives. The figures, 
though not at all conclusive, are very in- 
estlng, showing side by side the sur- 
vivorships at 20, l!0, 40, 50, (iO, etc., of 
10.000 healthy and 10,000 diseased lives, 
starting at the age of 10. Singularly 
enough, at the lige of 20 the showing In 
the case of the diseased lives Is the better, 
11,07!) of them surviving against 1), 554 of 
the healthy lives. From that time for- 
ward, however, '.the figures favor the 
healthy lives in a gradually increasing 
ratio. At 80 the survivors in the healthy 
10.000 (ire 8.004 against 8,548 in the dis- 
ced 10,000. At 00 the healthy side 
shows 5.547 survivors and the diseased 
only 4,833. At 9li they are nearly equal, 
but the diseased lives have the atlvantago 
by one, .-bowing 2(1 against 25 of tho 
healthy lives. 

THEORETICAL EXPECTATIONS. 
The Ij}xcbange c aud Review concludes 
its article with What it calls a table of 
"theoretical expectations of diseased life," 
which iniidit more appropriately lie called 
a hypothetical table, inasmuch as it is not 
put forward as even approximately ac- 
curate. • It is useful, however, In the sug- 
gestlon it furnishes Chat a fable may be 
constructed sufficiently accurate for prac- 
tical purposes. Whether any of the ex- 
isting, companies will take up the sugges- 
tion is very doubtful The best of them 
are doing quite well enough on their 
p'reseilt basis not to be tempted to embark 
in any new field, ami it is earnestly to be 
hoped that the worst of them, wli/ch are 
not doing well now, will not injure the 
business of insuring impaired lives by 
{living it a bad send olT. 

A fortnue, however, awaits the com- 
pany, old or new, ,vh it'll shall, with sound 
judgment and Miflieiciut capital, enter 
upon that, business. While the price to 
be charged would necessarily be higher 
than in the ease of healthy lives, the risk, 
if the business were conducted on a sound 
basis, would probably be no greater. Tin- 
cost would probably be less, especially in 
the item of commissions or salaries to so- 
Hcitors, If anything P;m positively be 
predicted as to an utterly untried scheme, 
it can be predicted Unit men of impaired 
lives would need much less soliciting to 
induce them to insure than the men of 
healthv lives do. — Detroit Free Press.

The "Islander" Launched. 

Capt. John Irving received a cablegram 
stating that the new steamer, the Islander, 
had been successfully launched yesterday. 
She would have been launched some time 
previously had not u delay occurred in 
making. tho machinery. However, the in- 
terior fittings were proceeded with, and it 
is expected that the steamer will bo com- 
pleted in contract time, 7th August, and 
sail for this port. She will probably ar- 
rive the first or second week in Oct., and 
will be immediately placed on the Vic- 
toria-Vancouver route. 

The Mcniner Idaho. 

The steamer Idaho, Oitpfe, Wallaco, ar- 
rived at the outer wharf from tho Sound 
yesterday afternoon and left for Alaska at 
11 o'clock last night. Since being in San 
Francisco, the Idaho has undergone a 
complete overhauling and many changes 
were made. New boilers were placed in 
her and the cabin accommodations were 
greatly enlarged. Where cargo was for- 
merly stored, staterooms have been built, 
the lor g saloon being now used as a din- 
ing room in conjunction with tho old 
one. Altogether the alterations aro a 
success and the steamer a picture of com- 
fort. About 150 excursionists won't up on 
her last night. 

Thr Thistle Miil.miiiee. 

The city by-law providing that thistles 
shall be destroyed Within the citydiniits 
is rigidly enforced and the noxious weed 
is thereby kept from spreading. This 
only operates to the city boundary, for in 
the adjacent districts the thistle is per- 
mitted to grow in luxuriance. On a windy 
day, when the thistles are fully grown, 
clouds of seeds are blown into the city, 
and form the nucleus of next year's crop. 
Ci'izens who have paid attention to the 
by-law, think it but right that the pro- 
vincial authorities should see that thistles 
in the districts are kept down, and especi- 
ally along tho roadsides, where they are 
specially abundant. District officers might 
be instructed to cut down all roadside 
thistles, thus preventing a great spread of 
seed. 

The Old TelCRtHIill Trull. 

Mr. R. Borland, who took a pack train 
from Quesnelleinouth to Skeer/a Forks, 
states that the trip occupied thirty days. 
The trail in many places had become 
overgrown and a great dojii of slashing 
had to bo done to mako|it passable. The 
old bridges across streams had boon 
washed away or were rotten and ill some 
cases structures ninety feet long had ti 
be thrown across. The feed all along was 
most luxuriant, the grass in some cases 
being the height of a man. Owing to the 
extreme high water it had been impos- 
sible MP to the present to bring goods up 
the Skeena and as a consequence the pack 
train has not made a trip from flazolton, 
over the mountains and into the Oiriineca 
country. Mr. Borland will leave for the 
north at the lirst opportunity, and ex- 
pects to start a puck train on his arrival. 

A ■''luiieec «-<!■•«-• • 

Mr. Thos. Hoy, who has been a patient 
in Saint Mary's Hospital, Westminster, 
died in that institution on Tuesday even 
ing after an illness of, many years stand 
ing, aged 05 years. Mr. Hoy came to 
tins province in company with his brother 
Richard in 1801, and at lirst engaged sue 
cossfully in mining along the Eraser and 
Thompson rivers until they settled down 
on their farm at Lillooet where they h 
been ever since. During all these years 
of toil in this country the deceased accum- 
ulated a largo fortune and was one of the 
wealthiest men in the tipper country. The 
funeral took place yesterday morning from 
St. Peter's Cathedral at 8 o'clock to the 
Catholic cemetery at Sappertoit. The 
news of Mr. Hoy's death will be received 
with feelings of deep regret by many of 
the old timers of the province among 
whom he was well known. 

Fi-oin Kymiiiol Sun nil. 

Rov. Father Nieolaye, of Kyoiptot 
Sound, a mission about 120 miles abov 
Barclay Sound, on thu West Coast, is in 
the city and is a guest at the Episcopal 
Palace, Yates street. The rov. gentle- 
man arrived by canoe and was eleven days 
in milking the trip. He had some diffi- 
culty in obtaining a crew to bring hiuj to 
Victoria, owing to a report which had cir- 
culated among the Indians on the coast 
that smallpox was prevalent hore. Tho 
natives dread this disease, and thu report 
spread consternation among tho tribes 
along thu coast. It was only by thu nior 
est chance that a crow could be induced 
to come up to Victoria, and after landing 
Father Nicolayo they made all speed for 
the Mainland to be out of reach of thu 
supposed disease. The rev. gentleman 
reports the mission in a nourishing con- 
dition, and thu native i all well and happy. 
There is littjo news of the sealers. Capt. 
Steward's schooner had obtained a hunt- 
ing orow of six canons at F>yoquot and 
sailed for Bohring's Sea. One of Spring'* 
schooners boing unable to obtain a crow, 
was laid up. The other sealers had nbt 
visited Kyoquot, A few hours after 
Father Nicolayo hud started for Victoria 
he was ov'ortaKoh by another canoe of In- 
dians who reported having found the body 
of a white man which had just boon 
washed ashore.
